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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specimen sha.. contain . wrtten 

Claims 24-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The olaim(s) contains subject matter 
which was no. described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as originally filed does not provide support for the elements 
having ends proximal the roller mounted in a fixed position on the roller and having a 
protuberance extending beyond a virtual cylinder in which are inscribed the tweezing 
edges of the blades. The specification does not state that the protuberances as shown 
in fig. 8, which is the only embodiment which has an element which is mounted in a 
fixed position on the roller, extend beyond the (wearing edges. They clearly extend 
beyond the surface of the threading members 6, but no disclosure alludes to the 
extension of the protuberances beyond the tweezing edges. The specification also fails 
to detail that the outer surface of the threading members are on the cylinder inscribing 
the tweezer edges. None of the elements which are fixedly mounted to the roller has a 
base in the pedestal connected to several protuberances or wbere the element on the 
pedestal is a rod. Also not disclosed is that the elements are a protruding elongated 
edge of an oblique external face of a pedestal. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 39 is allowed.
